neration of lice in the cotton which 

reached the surface. All appre- 
hensions were dispriled, however, on 
Saturday morning last when the sun 
shone out bright and beautiful. ihe 
acreage in corn this year may be put 
down as about eq to that of last. 
Only about 25 _ cent. of this crop has 
been fertilized this year; and it now 
gives a most beautiful promise. On 
most plantations the first “rn has 
been done, and the work is well up 
with the season. The ayerage condi 
tion of the oat crop is somewhat be- 
hind. © The cold weather of last winter 
played havoe with the fall sowing, and 
there seems to have been no disposi- 
disposition to replant in the early 
spring. The preparation of soil for 
cotton planting has been thorough. 
Farmers are perhaps a little behind in 
“putting in.” Lhe amount of fertili- 
zers used upon the staple is even less 
than that used on last crop. About 
one-fifth of the crop is now up, and the 
plant promises wel!. There is perhaps 
a larger area of cotton planted this year, 
but corn and other grain crops have 
not been overlooked, and there is quite 
a sufficiency of the latter for all practi- 
cal purposes. Sugar canc looks well, 
though the quantity planted is not as 
great a; it should be. Millet is receiv- 
ing thorough tesis, and uplana rice 
will be attended to. Many planters 
are trying the chufas this season, and 
the grotindpea and fieldpea crop will 
both be an average. Hog and cattle 
raising are receiving much more atten- 
tion than at any time since the war, 
and many of our planters will this year 
produce meat sufficient for supplying 
their plantation hands and themselves. 
The colored laborers have ccmmenced 
the year with earnest work,and look
